Iris now about eleven 
centuries since the 
Servians, who belong 
to the wide-spread 
Bclavonian stock, with 
which а great part of 
Eastern Europe is 
peopled, migrated from 
the Oarpathian moun- 
tains to the Danube; 
but it was not till the 
twelfth century that 
the petty states whioh 
they formed were 
united into & single 
feudal monarchy simi- 
ler to those which, in 
the middle ages, ex- 
isted sll over Europe. 
Thia continued until 
1389, when the Ber- 
viens ylelded to the 
conquering arms of 
the Turke. Oonturies 
of submission  fol- 
lowed, till а revolt 
was headed by Ozerny 
George, ë native chief, 
who, in 1806, took 
Belgrade, and  go- 
verned the province 
till the Peace of 1814, 
At that period Bervia 
agein submitted to the 
Porte; but next year 
& new revolt under 
Milosch Obrenowitsch 
was sucorsefal; and 
he, after raling Servia 
till 1859, owing, es is 
supposed, to the in- 
fluence of Russis, was 
obliged to resign in 
favour of his son 
Michael, 

Being an sgricul- 
tural country, not 
boasting of sny sea- 
pot, and having no 
commercial cass of 
its own, Bervia's popu- 
lation consists princi- 
pally of pessantry. 
Attired in coarse frieze 
jackets and boots, the 
Berviang sppear to 
strangers as а re- 
merkably tall and 
vigorous race of men, 
their forms indi- 
cating thorough pby- 
sical strength, avd 
their Gountensnoes 
a great deal of intel- 
leotual energy- 

The women are 
considered ^ psrticu- 
larly attractive, hav- 
fog fine complexions, 
dark, glossy hair, and 
figures most decidedly 
handsome; and their 
beaniy, which they 
preserve for а ocon- 
siderable time, is set 
«ff by а peculiar head- 
dress. This consists 
of в Greek fez, from 
which is suspended a 
gold tassel, that con- 
trsete with the black 
hair laid smoothly 
down the temple, and 
is ‘sell calculated to 
heighten the charms 
of tue fair wearer.

womsn—of course one 
who із handsome—ia 
во dressed up in grass, 
cabbage leaves, and 
flowers, that her face 
ja all but iovisible. 
Thus attired, and ao- 
companied by several 
damsels of her own 
age, she goes from 
house t» huute, sing- 
ing а song, of which a 
pr-yer for rain forma 
the burden The 
mistress of the house 
throws a little water 
nm and this 
su us oere- 
mony, known es the 
ч Dodole," ingpires the 
natives with the hope 
of refreshing showers. 
Like the Bassiene a 
few generations back, 
the Bervians, even at 
thie date, are sufi- 
ciently ungallant to 
consider the women 
ss somewhat inferior 
bein ge, only to be made 
use of as playthings 
in youth, end as 
nurses in old age;

lightened views bave 
been adopted in Bel- 
grade, and will doubt- 
less spread, ere leng, 
all over Servia. 

In eome reapecte the 
character of the Ser- 
vian is though: to re- 
semble thet of the 
Scottish Higblender. 
Even the outlaws, 
who, at the beginning 
of this oentury, in- 
fested the forests that 
spread over the ocun- 
try, were 80 many 
Bob Roys in their 
way—rebela av well 
as robbers; and onder 
tbe impression that in 
plur dering ricoh Mos- 
Jems, while displaying 
genercaity to the poor, 
they were really doing 
nothing unjustifiable. 
Moreover, the Ber- 
visne are, like the 
Highlanders, bravo in 
battle, hospitable to 
atrangers, and fond of 
plaintive muslo; their 
fevourite inetrument 
being & “ доове1у," a 
kind of testudo- formed 
viol. The voices of 
the minstrelø, and the 
tone of their instru- 
mente, ere soft and 
melodious; bat so 
plaintive as to be sl- 
most prinful to ths 
listeber.

Hotes of the Geek. 


Ox Saturday afternoon an inquest was held at Havact, before Mr 
Båward Hoskins. one of the coroners for the county of Hente, on 
the body of Mr. Jobn Simmons, of the firm of Mesere. J. and P. Sim- 
mons, upholsterers, &^, of Qrecr-atreet, Portæs. who met with & 
fatal accident on the London, Brighton. and South Const Railway, 
near Havant, the previous s‘ternoon. It appeared that Mr. Bim- 
mons left Portsmouth for London on business Hv the 7.40 & m 
train, and returned in the afternoon, arriving at Havant Station 
about balf-past six o'clock, when he left the train with the Intention 
of walking to his residenoe st Siakes-lane. near Waterloo. He went 
down the road towerda Bedhampton, aud was proceeding over the 
Hine at the crossing at the latter pikoe, when the train from Havant 
to Oosham came sudden!y upon him. A train was coming in an 
opposite direction at the time, and it їз supposed Mr. Simmons's 
attention was tbus diverted, and tbat he neither heard or saw the 
other train, which at  distanos of 100 yards would be almost ob- 
ғспгей from view, owing to a curve In tho line at that point. Mr. 
Simmons was felled to the ground by tbe engine, and (ће traia, 
which consisted of three carriages, pass-d over him. The injuries 
he received were most frightful, and death wes instantansous. The 
signalman at the crossing, who witnessed the ecoident, immediately 
forwarded information of the cocurrencs to Havant, and the sta- 
tien- master sent a “trolly” to Wis | in which the body of the 
unfortunate gentleman was conveyed to Havent. 

On Batarday afternoon the fire brigade station in Newby-place, 
Poplar, next door to the police-station, was burned down, with the 
fire-englue and all its fittings, hose, &o, through & pot of pi'oh 
heing allowed to boil ever. ‘The station wes a new one, and work- 
wen were stili engaged in fitting it up. The blezing liquid run- 
ning along the floor came in contact with a quantity of wood 
shavings and coal ured for feeding the fnrnace of the steam-engine, 
and these articles slao taking fiza tha flames вооа enveloped the 
whole building. The firemen mačs an attempt to drag the engine 
out, во as to bo able to get it t^ work to extinguish tbe flames bat 
they spread with &noh surprising rapidity that the men were driven 
back, and the oorflagration was unr trained.

AN inquest wa: held et the Vown-hall, Gravcread, on Saturday 

morning, before Mr. E. А. Hiidor, the borough coroner, on the body 
of Sarah Baalie, eged aeventeon, in the a^rvisa of Captain J. Scott, 
R.A., residiog at No. 24, Albiou-road, Miliou-next-Gravesend, who 
met her death by being severely burut in hee bedroom oa the 
previous mornirg. It app2ared by ibe evidenc® that Osptaln and 
Mrs. Sooit, having sent the deceszed to bed at teu o'clook on the 
previous Thursdsy evening in her room on tho basement floor, 
shortly «fterwerds rotired to resi themselves, and between thres 
and foar ; clock on the following morning were awoke by а loud 
soream, вт of some ‘ne fu agony. On Cantain Scott going to the 
ststroase ty nacrr‘aia wbonoa the cry procesded ho found the house 
full of smoke. Having partly dressed, he vroveeled downstairs ag 
far as the ground floor, but war prevented ty the heat end emoke 
from descending to the servant’s тоот. He then ran out of doors 
for sesistanoe, and having found а poliosman and given a farther 
alarm, returned to the house and there fonnd the deceased being 
carried up the stairs by two поНоэтеп, her clothes being in flames 
and herself severely burnt. Tho unfortunate girl had been sitting 
up making а dress, and having placed the candle by her side on the 
bed fell asleep. It is supposed that tho candlo set fire to the bad- 
clothes and өзе was enveloped in flames before she awoke. When 
found she was lying in tho doorwsy in a helpless stata, having 
vsinly endeavoured to escape from the room. She was removed to 
the infirmary, whore sho was attended by the borse surgeon and 
one of the medical officers, but the injaries sho had received were 
too severe for human aid to ba of any avail, and sba expired about 
five hours afterwards. Tho body presented a shocking spectacle, 
being quite black and пгт + from head to foot. ho jury returned 
a verdict of “ Accidental death.” 


ELEC: RIO TOBPEDOL3. 
Mx М. J. Ног мез delivered an importar: lecture on Mouday ever- 
ing, Admiral Codrington presiding, " On the Ooustraction and 
Mavagement of the Eicotrio Torpedo.” Tha details wero mainly 
nove), having been the result of tbe private experimenta of himself 
and Captain Maury. ‘he electric torpedo was a weapon of defence 
against which both rifel guns or iron-olad ships were powerlese, 
and tt could be used aliko far mines or submarine purposes But to 
be effeotive it must be oertain in its explosion at the very instant 
desired. General Grant had planned to use it in his attack on 
Petersburg, but the explcsion was not effected at the right time, and 
the plan miscarried. ‘The Confederates ured the torpedo with great 
&uocess on tho James River, giving oauza for the making of the 
Dutoh gap canal, and delaying for & week the progress of the 
Federal fleet. At Wilmington, where the Federals oapturså 210 
guns, the only iron-olad vessels destroyed were by the torpedoes. 
In 1854 the Rassfans laid down torpedoes, which were to be ex 
ploded by the meobanisal fractaring of s tube containing sulphuric 
acid. which then ir flamed chlorate of potash and fired (ho torpedo. 
Tn 1859 the Austrians laid down electric torpedoes in the Bay of 
Venice, and by registering the sites whore they Wore moored on а 
view of the bay thrown down on а table by a fixed омлет obscura 
the passage of a vessel over any of them d be seen by the observer 
and the torpedo fired. In these the Abel fases wero used, bat the tor- 
pdoes oc uld not be tested as the passage ofeven s fint currest of aleo- 
trivity would explode tbe weapon. ‘Chis difficulty was completely 
aurmonnted by ‘ir, Hclmog and Captatü Manry, by the applivation 
of a bricKs of glatiuum wira over the fusë Through this bridge the 
current froin a V7hes'w:one exploder fd other magoeto-clectro 
vusirü meni cl ёлу power contd be harmlessly sent, aud telegraph 
messages transmitted through the tor lf from one fort to 
another. Bat ils кс cf friotional eleotri Was transmitted, it 
would not pass by tue bridge, and the fase Was fired. By this 
mesos Of transittinz coramaniostion from station to station, the 
proper order of the torpedo was inswifested to the officer in charge 
of them, aud their action at the oritical moment oould certainly ba 
relied apon, whiio tho linss of d'reotion of the totpedoes being laid 
down on the table of s, horizonts] telego5po, tha moment an enemy's 
vessel came in coiaoiderco wiih the fine wires crossing the field of

The Paris correspondent of the /ndependence Belge anys :—" The 
earnest efforts of diplomacy to prevent an Pona on flagration 
are undeniable, especially on the part of Nogland and Russia. 
They have been joined in to a certain extent by France. All there 
Powera manifest & warm sympsiby with Italy, but nome with 
Prussis. The cession of Venetia is suggested more or lese directly, 
bot Austris, unfortunately, ia immovable upon that point, at least, 
for the present, and perelats in converting а good cause into a bad 
one, believing that the events of the last few days have served her 
interests.

ARRANGEMENTS have been made for a review of all the metro- 
politan volunteer corps next month. A special meeting of the 
metropolitan commanding officera was held at the rooms of the 
National Rifle Association, Pall-mall, to consider the subject. The 
commen¢i g officers present were Lieutenant Colonels Lord E'cho, 
Lord Oolville, the Marquis of Donegall, Lord Ranelsgh, Lord Fitz- 
gerald, Earl Grosvenor, Wood, Ornikehenk, Wilkinson. Bigge, 
Money. Richards, Thompson, Labrow, Warde, and Captain Templer. 
Earl Grosvenor announced that his Royal Highoess the Field- 
Marshal Commending-in-Ohief had consented ta revie# the volnv- 
teer force in Hyde-park on Saturday, the 2nd of June. Емі 
Grosvenor then moved, “ That Saturday, the 2nd of June, be ap- 
pointed for a review of the volunteer force of the metropolitan 
districts.” Lord Ranelagh seconded the motion, which was carried 
unanimously. 

Тнк Joss of the steamship London, news of which reached Mel- 
bourne on the 15:h of March by the January mail, had profoundly 
afllio'ed the whole colony, and for a time cast sll local subjects into 
the shade “(rest ag was the sorrow which this sad event osused 
in Great Britain (says the Argus), here it wae much more keenly 
felt, the personal interest of cur population being more general and 
more oloro. Nearly all here, from having themselves mace tbe 
voyage which proved fatal to the London, and шапу from centem- 
plating another such voysg?, take s lively interest in all suohevente. 
Nothing has haprened for years that made so mournfal an impres- 
sion проп us. The details of the catastrophe were eagerly read by 
all chassee; business was psrtisily suspended; on the succeeding 
Sunday tho eubjeot was introduced in the roligious exercises of all 
our places of publio worship; and here, аз in Eogland, the causes 
of the disaster, and the means by which similar disasters may be 
avoided in the future, are being earnestly disouseed.”

AUSTRIA. 

A Vionna letter says :—" The outbresk of war is considered im- 
minent. Military preparations and patriotio menifestations con- 
tinue. А pstriotlo appeal to the inhabitants of Vienna and South 
Austria, signed by Princs Oolloreóo and the burgomasters of 
Vienna, has been ixgved, calling for contributions for the formation 
of volunteer corps. In consequence of this manifestation Baron 
vor Werther is stated to have bad an interview with Oount Mens- 
do: fl, in which ha declared that it placed him under the necessity of 
leaving Vienna immediately. Field-Marshal von Bonedek has 
arrived here. Au imperial manifesto is shortly ex peoted." 


ALY. 

Garibaldi has acoepled th» command of the volunteers, declaring 
at the rame time that he hopas тооп to be able to co operate with 
the glorious army of Italy ia accomplishing iha destinies of the 
nation. 

The Opinione of Tuesday mari :— 

“ No formel proposal for & Conzreas Lss yot been made by any 
Earopean Power. Only eemi-offisial commurications bave been 
exohanged on tha sutject; but if a formal proposal should bo made 
we think that Italy should accep! it, upon two conditions—namely, 
that she may remain armed avd continus her ermamente, aud that 
the cession of Venetia be inola?ed in the program mo of the Congress. 
These conditions are ezzentis}.” 

The samo journal states thst the Powors who have united their 
efforts to briug about а Congress are France and Russis avd they 
have agreed to ask separately those States whose international 
questions threaten the;peace of Europa, whether they would socept 
the arbitration of a ker a In the event of there preliminary 
steps having a favourable rogel; Franco and Russia would make 
a formal (жоро! for а Qongresa, cf which the programme would 
be settled before tho meeting tock расе. 


ITALIAN ENTHUSIASM FOR WAR. 
Å LETTER from Florence contains the following evidence of the en- 
thosfasm of tbe Italiane for war with Austria :— 

“u Although the publio feeling here is on» of extreme impatience 
to begin the expected struggle, the autborities are well pleased at 
the breathing time allowed them by German delaye. A large 
force is vp to the front, but а good deal etill remains to be done, 
and we shail be better prepared for war ina fortngh' than we are 
now. Thero is a deficiency of horses; it ie said that 20,000 are re- 
quiro?. Go little was war expected early in the year that the es- 
tablighment was rather reduced than inorensed in that respect. The 
Italien army, when complete—that is to sav. with all ite re- 
serves mll:d ont—may be estimated at 430,000 men. Of these 
about 200,000 are believed to be now in the field, rot 
massed close along the frontier, bat во distributed as 
io be immediately available should hostilities commence. 
The artilliry of this considerable force is variously stated at from 
250 to 400 gune, and perhaps the former may be the present 
number, bat i; may be increased when necessary or when more 
horses sbalil have been obtained. Fifteen divisions will compose the 
army in the field, aad Olaldini’s corps inolades six of them—about 
70,000 conbstants. I understand that Prince Натђегі was offered 
the command of & corps d'armee, and declined it. His alleged resson 
does credit to hie wit and sense. ‘1f I command a corps,’ he is re- 
ported to have said, ‘and am defeated, people will esy this comes 
of giving important commands to isexperienced princes. If I am 
victorious, my chief of the staff will get all the credit. I prefer 
cotam&ndinz a division and doing what I am ordered.’ 
The deorco тог the formation of volunteer corps has been published. 
Oa fwon alleged for its delay wae that it would be considered а 
casts belli by Austria, but that would mean an attack on Italy, 
whioh Austria has declared herself determined not to make. There 
ig no danger of tue publication of the decree being taken 858 css) 
of war. Ít can add nothing to the plainness of the meoifes- 
tations already made in the Ohamber, in the semi-officlal press, 
and by the acts of this Government. The reporta of Garibaldi's 
coming are daily revived, but he will probsbly not come 
till war breaks cut, or until his volunteerà ate rendy to 
take the field. It is stated that their depots are to be at Foggia 
and Como. This ep indicates the plan of o*mpaign. ‘tho 
volanteers from Оотао will advance on the side of the Tyrol, snd 
those from Foygis, headed probably by Garibaldi himself, will 
make а desoert upom the Dalmatian coast. The Austrians petrol 
20 close to ihe frontier that one of their parties the other day uu- 
wittingly got upon аал territory, but retired from it when in- 
formed of the fact by some pessants, A letter from Venetia in the 
Milan Pungolo says that Austria is having 10,000 Garibeldian uni- 
forms macs ій all beste and with the utmoes secrecy. ‘Uhe suppo- 
sition ia that these 40,000 red shifts are intended for 40,000 Austrian 
soldier, to carry out some atrategem.”

BUICIDE OF COLONEL HOBBS. 

"Т ніз officer, whose ваше fø so unbsppily notorious in connexion 
with the onsbreak in Jamsioa, committed suicide nn bostd the Tyre, 
interéolonial packet, on the voyage between Kingston and Bt. 
Thomas. ‘ho inquiry into hie condnot in suppreselng the out- 
break and the criuvisms to whioh he wás subjected so affected him 
that b» had.bcen prorounced of unsound mind by а board of 
medical officers in Jamaios, aud was coming home invalided. He 
was to bein care of am army surgeon during the voyage, and two 
o:derlies were appointed to waton [^ movements. On ake secoud 
day, however, after leaving Jamsioa, and when the ‘Ryne was off 
the coast of Hayti, he managed to elude the orderly then in oharge 
of him, and, rushing to one of the main-deok peris, threw himself 
overboard.

TERRIBLE ADVENTURE IN A OAVE. 


Tur Indianapolis Herald of the 12th of April contains a letter 
written at Leavenworth on the 8th inst. fn which an account of an 
exploration of the celebrated "Dead Man's Овче,” situated near 
Leavenworth, is given. It contains several thrilling incidents. 
The exploring party consisted

and the Gerald correspondent. The party proceeded to the aub- 
terranean river, which flows through the cave, when, says the cor- 
respondent, “a consultation was had on the bank, to determine 
whether an attempt should be made to cross in its present swollen 
condition. Mr. Knapp, myself, and Sheriff Swayne suggested an 
abandonment of the expedition, but were overruled by Dr. Hawn, 
Major Throckmorton, Osptain Holoraft, and Mr. Brandon, who, 
while admitting the danger of the attempt, declared they would 
rather perish than abandon the expedition now, and stand the ridi- 
cule which such a movement would entail upon their heads. The 
boat was accordingly launched, and Captain Holorait, Dr. Hawn, 
and myself entered, the doctor playfully remarking that some men 
who were deatinedtgo die snother death could never be drowned. 
We found the passage much easier than we expected. Oap!sin 
Holoraft took the oars, while 1 grasped the tiller, and the doctor 
beld aloft the flambeau. А few vigorous strokes, aud, with a pen- 
sation of relief, we felt the Keel grate upon the pebbles of а sloping 
bank on the other shore, in still and quiet water. A lusty cheer 
from tbe doctor made the cavern ring, and informed the rest of the 
party that the passage had been safoly accomplished. Captain Hol- 
orsft then returned, and soon brought over the remainder of the 
party. Oontinting the exploration, the party came to а place where 
was discovered а deep circular hole, spparently almost bottomless. 
Stones dropped into its gaping mouth would be heard sullanly 
plunging from side to side, until the noise of their descent was lost 
in the abyss far balow. Mr. Koapp being the lightest of the party, 
was let down by а strong cord а cistance of some thirty yards, 
when he vigorously signified that he had eon. enough by jerking 
the rope.

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PARLIAMENTARY PROOBEDINGS. 


Ix the House of Lorde, Lord Redesdale brought under notice the 
subject of the flnanoial arrangements of railway companies, and 
observed that the systom upom which certain works bad been 
oarried on for many years past bad completely broken down. To 
check raeh railway speculation ha recommenced that in future all 
pew railways should be got up upon a subsoription contract; one 
effect of whioh would be that new schemes wonld have to be well 
metured before they found favour with the publio, and of course in 
that case the money would have to be provided beforehand. He 
also suggested that the subscription coutract should be for two- 
thirds of the subscribed capital ; that а deposit of one-eighth should 
be paid upon every share; and that no shares should be trapsler- 
able until three-tenths of the amount had been paid up. Lord 
Stanley of Alderley admitted the importance of the question, but 
apprehended that the euggestion of Lord Redesdale would impede 
the construction of railways altogether. He hoped their lordships 
would not commit themselves to any resolution on the subject 
without matnre reflection and the concurtence of the Houre of 
Commons. Remarks were also made by the Marquis of Olaaricarde, 
Lord Overstone, Earl Fortescue, and the Earl of Belmore; after 
which the matter was allowed to drop. 


In the House of Commons, on the motion for resding the Redis- 
tribation of Seats Bill а second time, Mr. Disraeli said he could 
not help thinking that the course which the Government oposed 
to take with the small boroughs was of too restrioted and meagre 
a character, and he begged the bouse deliberately to reflect upon 
tbe important consequences that were involved in the obange. He 
presumed that the real object of the various Reform Bille whioh 
had been produced since the Act of 1832 was to render the Mouse 
of Commons в more complete representation of the country and its 
numerous attributes, the landed, manufacturing, and commercial 
interests, professional classes, and the interests of our colonial and 
Indian empires For this purpose the small boroughs had been and 
were а most useful and efficient Instrument. Bat by tho scheme of 
the Government the very boroughs which returned representatives 
of the commercial, financial, colonial, and Indian interests were 
virtually disfranchised, and the house was called upon to attsck 
about half of the whole nomber of seats in the country. Once that 
growth in population and property was regarded as constituting а 
just claim for an increased representation, they would not be able. 
to stop at three members for the large towns. Then, with 
regard to the means by which the new seats were to be ob- 
tained, namely, that of grouping, he reminded the house that 
that was a syster1 which was altogether foreign to this pert 
of tho kingdom; and he farther objected to it on the 
ground that it would aggravate existing snomalies by & 
process of wanton injustice, and would succeed only in 
producing an enfeebled and imperfect local representation. 
flo came to the conclusion that any sysiem of grouping that wae 
founded on the principle of grouping represented towns must prove 
a complete failure, that it would dissppoint expectation, and that the 
house ought not to give it ita sanction. Tho safe principle was to 
reduce the redundancy of the old borough representation and apply 
it to new boroughs. By doing this they would add enormously to 
the content of the country, introduce into the house popular and 
vigorous elemente, and at the same time go а long way towards a 
solution of the immense difficulties connected with the county 
franchise, and which beset every minister who sttempted to desl 
with the question. The right hon. gentleman then urged upon the 
house the necessity of preserving the distinctive character of the 
county constituencies, во that they should really be what their name 
imported. He complained that, even as the franchise was now 
$trauged, there were grest masses ої the population who ought to 
be represented, and thst tbe legitimate representation of the couaties 
was imperfect, yet the Bill did nothing towards providing а remedy. 
How, then, was he to meet the Government? It was not want of 
time alone that was an obstacle £o legislation at this moment. It 
was the want of maturity alike in design, preparation, and pro- 
cedure which bad marked the action of the Government.
